enator Edmund Sixtus Muskie of Maine,54, was born 


in Rumford, Me., the son of a Polish tailor (origin- 


ally named Marciszewski). He worked his way through 
Bates College, won a Phi Beta Kappa key and went on 
to win a degree from Cornell Law School in 1939. He 
spent the war years as a junior naval officer, in the 
Atla.ilic and Pacific. Back in VValcrville he joined the 
Democratic Party and local leaders invited him to be- 
come a candidate for the Stale Legislature. He was 
elected to the Maine House of Representatives in 1946, 
rose to be Minority Leader, and, in 1952, Maine's Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman. After recovering from 
a broken back in 1953, he won the 1954 election and 
became Maine's first Democratic Governor in 20 years; 
he was re-elected in 1956. In 1958 he became the first 
popularly elected Democratic Senator in Maine's his- 
tory. His subsequent course in politics has brought him 
recognition for his effectiveness. President Johnson has 
referred to him a "a real powerhouse." He has worked 
actively for air and water pollution controls and is con- 
sidered an expert on urban problems. When he came 
to Washington his ambition, still unfulfilled, was to 
deal with foreign affairs. He supports the Administra- 
tion's policy on Vietnam. 
In 1948 he married Jane Gray of Watervillc, and they 
now have five children: Steven, 19, Ellen, 18, Melinda, 
11, Martha, 9, and Edmund II, 7.

ANSWER—There are two 


main reasons for numbness, 
or paresthesia, of the tongue 
after extraction of a lower 
wisdom tooth: 1) damage to 
the tongue nerve during "no- 
vocaine" injection; 2) sever- 
ing of the nerve during surgi- 
cal removal of the tooth. 


1. Anesthesia to numb the 


lower jaw is called block an- 
esthesia. The i n j e c t i o n is 
made in the corner of the jaw 
behind the last molar tooth. 
With this one injection, all 
sensation is blocked from the 
point of injection to the mid- 
dle of the chin, and also in- 
cluding half the tongue. 


Not infrequently, when a 


lower block injection is given, 
the patient experiences a sud- 
den, sharp prick at the tip of 
his tongue. This is an indica- 
tion that the needle, during 
its insertion, has grazed or 
nicked the tongue nerve. 


If only the sheath of the 


nerve has been nicked, the 
numbness wears off when the 
anesthesia wears off. But, as 
sometimes happens, 
if the 


needle penetrates the body of 
the nerve, numbness may last 
for many days, even weeks. 
This is rare.

with Philadelphia), he knew what he was doing, so was never 
nervous. But flitting around with pockets stuffed with currency 
is another matter. 


"If nothing else," he said, "the people in Montreal are really 


hungry for baseball. We've already sold 2,500 season tickets 
and the people don't even know where they'll be sitting. Seat- 
ing plans haven't been drawn up yet." 


There is one comparison, however, between the current sit- 


uation and when he took over in Philadelphia after the first 
game of the season: No players. (Eddie Sawyer resigned after 
opening day. "I'm 49 years old," said Sawyer, "and I want 
to live to 50.") 


"I started from scratch in Philadelphia, too," said Mauch. 


"Well, we did have a couple good players. Let's see, there 
was Johnny Caliison and, uh, Johnny Callison and—well, a 
couple others." 


As the youngest manager in the majors then (he was 34), 


Mauch struggled with a club that finished last on merit for 
his first two years. By 1964 he had a pennant contender and 
the Phils led the league by 6'>-j games with only 12 games to 
play. But finished in a tie for second. "It was like watching 
someone drown," said Mauch. The Phillies never got close 
again. 


In Montreal, Mauch expects no problem with language, 


though half the town speaks French. "I don't speak French," 
he said, "and don't think I have to. There is a universal lan- 
guage. Everyone knows what a smile means. And everyone 
knows what a frown means." 


Yet nonvocal language has been as alien to Mauch as land 


is to a salmon. He has been one of baseball's fiercest bench 
jockeys. In a game against Houston in 1%7, for example, he 
chivied Astro Mike Cuellar until the pitcher charged him in 
the dugout. The brawl was broken up before it started, but 
Cueller, who had a shutout going at the time, blew his cool 
and gave up a run. But Houston won 2-1 in the llth, anyway 


Eddie Mathews, then a third baseman for Houston, sajd at 


the time: "I respect Mauch's right to agitate, but you Sjae'l 
call a person any name you want and expect him to

Mauch replied impishly: "All 1 was trying to do was win

The headless horseman of 


Washington Irving' s creation is 
familiar to everyone .who has 
ever read American literature.

and

place in the world. She is the cen- 
tral figure on their emblem and is 
the name given to the organiza- 
tion of high school girls spon- 
sored by the B & PW. 


The famous marble statue of 


Nike, the Winged Goddess of Vic- 
tory, was erected on the Island 
of Samothrace in the northern 
part of the Aegean Sea to com- 
memorate a naval victory in one 
of the wars between successors 
of Alexander the Great. She is 
represented 
as standing on a 


pedestal in the form of the prow 
of a trireme (ancient galley ship), 
blowing victorious strains on a 
trumpet which she held in her 
right hand. However, when the 
marble statue was discovered in 
1863, it had no head or arms and 
it is uncertain how the above con- 
clusion was derived. 


Besides the central figure of 


Nike, the B & PW emblem also 
contain a scroll, a wand, a torch, 
and a ship. The scroll Is one of 
Achievement which records the 
members' 
efforts and accom- 


plishments as well as the spirit 
of learning which they bring to 
the solving of their every prob- 
lem, 


According to Greek Mythology, 


the Caduceus was a wand of wood 
or gold, twined with snakes and 
surmounted by wings, and pos- 
sessed of magical powers over 
sleeping, waking and dreams and 
was carried by Mercury, the God 
of Light and Speed as a Messen- 
ger of Heaven, On the B & PW 
emblem it is the symbol of pow- 
er. It is protected by the ser-

(AP) — Apollo 7's aggravated 
astronauts, displaying Increas- 
ing irritability and impatience 
as their space flight drones on, 
pass the three-quarter mark of 
their marathon 11-day mission 
today.

space television show is set for 
8:07 a.m. EDT when Apollo 7 
zips over Mexico and the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


The show was cancelled Fri- 


day because Navy Capt. Walter 
M. Schirra Jr., Air Force Maj. 
Donn F. Eisele and civilian Wal« 
ter 
Cunningham had a busy 


schedule. 


Now, with 90 per cent of their 


mission objectives achieved and 
only routine engineering tests 
planned the last three days, the 
astronauts are eager to come 
home. 


The spacemen still have a 


good sense of humor. But their 
annoyance was evident through- 
out Friday when they argued 
with flight controllers, com- 
plained about equipment and 
criticezed

"Mickey 


Mouse" procedures. 


Officials on the ground said 


much of the impatience proba- 
bly could be traced to the fact 
there are no more major flight 
plan highlights 
to break the 


monotony of e n g i n e e r i n g 
checks. They said the colds that 
have plagued all three most of 
the eight days have been no 
help. 


Project officials kept a close
